At first it was con- 
sidered extremely unlikely that the 
fine 14,000 ton steamer only built: tn 
1906 should founder in fourteen min- 
utes, Reinsurance business was done 
at that time at two guineas per cent,

| believed the report. As It became cer- 
tain that the news was true, the rate 
for insurance rose to fifty guineas per 
cent, and then, as the final confirma 
tion arrived the ship became uninsur- 
able. The closing price for reinsurance 
on the Storstad was sixty guineas per 
cent. Reinsurance on this vessel also 
became Impossible early in the after- 
noon.

girls for spending all their time in the 
shows and on the streets, if we make 
no attempt to provide them with a 
place where they can go, or can meet 
their friends? Why should not Ed- 
monton be able to provide a swimming 
pool, gymnasium, games room, sewing 
room and reading rooms for its young 
women? We are hearing much at 
present about the condition of some of 
the streets in this city; if the city did 
really grasp what it meant for the 
young women of the city to have so 
few healthy outlets for amusement, 
we should have money enough to start 
our new building in a month. As a 
Christian community we are shelving a 
responsibility, and one which we shall 
be held answerable by our Master, 
South and East Branches 

Though we are not as far ahead in 
our main building as we had hoped we 
have not overlooked the claims made! 
us in the south side or the east end. 
Here again we were made to pause and 
did not develop just as we had plan- 
ed. In the east end we had to give up 
our scheme for renting a big house and 
providing dormitories on a large scale; 
and the set-back gave us an opportuni- 
ty of studying more closely the actual 
needs of the district; we found that 
one of the greatest needs was a place 
for a good meal at noon, and by the 
time Mr, Armstrong’s new block was 
approaching completion we saw our 
way to taking his second floor and 
working up a cafeteria and club room 
there. This coming winter will, we 
hope, see many developments in club 
work in this neighborhood. 

And on the south side, no suitable 
house could be found, so we had to 
wait till the house was built to our 
planning, and it was November before 
we opened, For a time there was a 
talk of buying the Hostel, but the price 
is beyond us, and on the advise of our 
trustees we have abandoned the idea, 

“One lays the foundations, but an- 
other builds thereon"; Miss Lukes, who 
was the inspiration of practically all 
these schemes had to give up her work 
after bearing the brunt of the responsl- 
bility in getting them started. With 
all her wonderful business ability, Miss 
Lukes never lost her love for the girls, 
who, in their turn, knew what a friend 
they had in her, 

Her resignation was one of the big- 
gest set-backs which the association 
has had to suffer this year, 

“But there's a Divinity shapes our 

Ends, 
. Rough hew them as we will,” 


and one is humbled when one looks 
back on the year and realizes how much 
has been done in spite of our own 
shortcomings. Turn to any depart- 
ment and the growth is marked. 
Through our employment bureau and 
travelers’ ald alone we have been in 
touch with 6,000 people, while for the 
first time in our history we have real- 
ly started systematic educational work. 

Our travelers' afd work has had to 
increase {In proportion as the railway 
activity in the city has increased three 
secretaries are now needed to help out 
with the train work since the C.P.R. 
ran {ts trains to this side; also we 
watch nearly all the outgoing trains as 
well as meet all incoming ones, Last 
May we were mecting about 120 trains 
a month; this April we had to meet 
over 400, our expenses for this work 
are over $1,000 a year, unluckily the 
public support does not increase, no 
help is forthcoming from the railways, 
not even in the shape of a free pass 
for our south side ald, who comes 
across every morning on the 7 o'clock 
C.P.R. because our other morning 
worker is already at the C.N.R. at that 
hour. : 


Study Ohter Cities 

We went fully into the way the oth- 
er cities in Canada and the States fin- 
anced this work, and finding that in 
so many Cases a large part of the funds 
was raised by the churches, we ap- 
proached the boards of management of 
27 of our city churches; only three 
churches acknowledged our appeal, and 
only one — the Knox Presbyterian 
church, came to our aid with a dona- 
tion of $26, another $25 from the W.C. 
T.U., odd donations given to the tra- 
veler’s aid by people quite unconnect- 
ed with the association—but who have 
seen instances of the timely aid render- 
ed by them constitute our only source 
of income, although the city grant of 
$1,200, and membership fees help out 
this as part of the work of our public 
department, 

Our traveler's Aid do not confine 
their energies to meeting trains; in ad- 
dition they look up suitable rooms for 
girls, take charge of the Welcdme Club, 
and are constantly occupied with fol- 
lowing up isolated cases needing spe- 
cial care, 

And now we are extending in two 
directions, we are still waiting for 
nominess from the Welfare association 
before the Vigilance committee sets to 
work, but this committee consisting of 
representatives from the Local Council 
of Women, W.C.T.A., and our own 
Travelers’ Aid committee and the Wel- 
fare association, will soon have em- 
barked on a most useful piece of work 
of investigating many undesirable con- 
ditions brought to our notice in our 
Travelers’ Aid and Employment 
Bureau work. 

And we have just set up a close link 
with the Dominion Travelers’ Aid at 
Quebec, who sends us particulars of 
strangers coming to Edmonton who 
would like to be put in touch with 
somebody. 

A sub-committee of the Travelers’ 
Aid, including representatives from 
foreign churches is going to help with 
the visiting of these strangers, 

The Employment Bureau has suf- 
fered more than any department from 
changes of staff; the changes are un- 
fortunate from a business point of view, 
but particularly so because the giris 
themselves get out of touch when they 
are always meeting a new secretary. 
We have rather reorganized this de- 
partment, so that it is not entirely 
dependent on one secretary, and we be- 
lieve the arrangement will be both more 
economical, as well as keep a closer 
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link between the bureau and other de- 
partments of association work. We 
try to do much more than find the 
girl a position; the foreigner is help- 
ed to learn English; others are fre- 
quently calling In for sympathy or ad- 
vice, and those without friends are en- 
couraged to come and see us on their 
free days or on Sundays; no fee is 
charged to applicants, but we do ask a 
dollar fee from our employers; our 
revenue from this source last year was 
$286; it should have been nearer $500, 
if all dues had been paid, = 

Desire Larger Membership 

Our membership is not as big as 
it should be; our reyenue from this 
source was $973; this includes 18 
gentlemen who have become honorary 
members at $10 a year, and about 25 
sustaining members at $5, so that only 
about $660 in ordinary memberships 
has been received. Many of these are 
the new memberships secured through 
the canvas organized by Mrs. Hunt, and 
already alluded to by the president. We 
are sorry that so many memberships 
lapse; is it quite fair to withhold mem- 
bership because at one time we could 
not send the maid desired, or that the 
maid sent was not the treasure we 
hoped she would be; or because a 
friend came in one day and did not find 
the dinner up to the ordinary standard? 
Seriously, we have had membership re- 
fused for as trivial a reason as that. I 
would remind you that we ask for 
membership because of what you: can 
give us; “with whatsoever measure ye 
mete, it shall be measured unto you 
again,” 2 

And for those new members who have 
joined the association this year, par- 
ticularly for those who have joined 
us as workers, we are sincerely thank- 
ful. It is one of the outstanding 
features of the year’s work. Only those 
behind the scenes know fully the work 
done by the members of the south side 
and east end committees; neither have 
the Third Street Home committee, the 
Education committee, Religious com- 
mittee, or the Travelers’ Aid been idle; 
and then there are other members not 
on committees who have helped us with 
classs of foreigners, with our member- 
ship canvas, filled in) gaps at our 
cafeterias in the noon hour, helped on 
Sundays with music or addresses, given 
lectures and talks, to say nothing of 
the special helps at such times as the 
Kazaar, the horse show, or Shamrock 
day, : 

But I would like more personal inter- 
est in the actual work and aims of the 
association; a chain jis as strong as its 
weakest link; and we must look in 
vain for public support if our members 
are indifferent, 

We do accept gratefully the dollar 
fee, and we appreciate the spirit in 
which this dollar is often given by 
ladies, whose interest is fully ours, put 
Whose many other duties prevent their 
doing the work except by proxy, and 
such members creat a public opinion 
that is most valuable. But do all our 
members take this attitude? “More 
things are wrought by prayer than this 
world dreams of;" and unless we realize 
that the real object of our work is to 
give Jesus Christ a more honored place 
in the every day life of the young 
women of the city, we are not full 
members of the association, 


Hope for Better Work 

We are not entirely without re- 
sponsibility ourselves, may be we 
have been too busy doing things 
ourselves to take enough time to 
interest others. But during the 
coming year I hope that there will be 
much development of club work on 
self-governing lines, similar to our 
welcome club already started. The 
young women members are needed for 
service as much as committee and 
board members; if we just make ready 
for them to take or leave, they will 
tend to "leave." The Fairbairn branch 
is being shortly put to the test by the 
initiation of a scheme for getting the 
Rirls using the branch to pay off the 
cost of the piano, 1 hope too, we shall 
not close another year without having 
Started some sort of a quarterly maga- 
zine to link up all our work and keep 
our branches united, j 

And just as we here need to remem- 
ber that there 1s no south side or east 
end Y.W.C.A, but that there is just 
the one Y.W.C.A, of Edmonton, so we 
want to keep up our connection both 
with the national work and with the 
world's work. This last year the board 
voted a contribution to the dominion 
council of 1 per cent, of its income, and 
though we have not yet actually paid 
this $200, we shall be sending it short- 
ly. The local associations certainly 
owe this much to the dominion coun- 
cil, Its linking up of the travelers’ aid 
work has already been alluded to; and 
constantly in other ways we are in- 
debted to advice from Toronto, both as 
to what other cities are doing, and as 
to wise general policy in association 
work, During the coming year we 
hope to have a visit from a national 
secretary, and it is possible that a 
series of meetings on Y.W.C.A. work 
will be organized, Our national staff 
is very small compared with what they 
have in the States, but the personnel 
is a fine one. 

The dominion council was respon- 
sible for organizing the triennial con- 
vention held at Winnipeg last fall, and 
which I attended as Edmonton dele- 
gate, The discussions on different 
sides of the city work, and on the 
place of the association in social and 
civic work were most helpful; and the 
opportunity of meeting secretaries 
from all quarters was of greatest help. 

A further link with the national work 
is the periodical, “Young Women of 
Canada,” which only costs 25 cents a 
year, and which the dominion council 
asks that at least all board members 
shall take, 

World’s Work Movement 

We are reminded of our connection 
with the world’s work during the week 
which we set apart in November as a 
week of prayer. It is a fine plan, and 
would be a great inspiration if more 
were made of it. Each day is set apart 
for some particular country and all 
are asked to give up some time for 
intercession each day for our neigh- 
bors. Our religious committee planned 
meetings each day, and the women's 
evening meeting at Strathcona, and 
the noon meeting at Fairbairn, were 
all attended, but the daily attendance 
at the meetings here were but poor. 

May I, in closing, say on behalf of 
the staff and the girls, how much we 
have appreciated our president's un- 
failing kindness and thoughtfulness,

Captain Kendall, of the 
still crushed by what has occurred, 
was a little better this morning.

Under our system of community rule the average citizen 
has to delegate to particular individuals the performing of com- 
munal tasks. And the citizens have the right to expect that a 
task so delegated will be honestly and adequately performed. 
Such service can only be got from men of integrity and honor, 
In no position that the community holds are honor and _in- 
tegrity so absolutely essential—not as secondary qualifica- 
{ions, but as first principles—as in the administration of the 
police department. Whether or not these qualities are pos- 
sessed in outstanding degree by the applicant for the post of 
chief of police should be the first consideration in filling the 
position. £ 

A chief of police must not only have honor and integrity 
himself, but must be able to recognize and stimulate those 
qualities in the men serving under him. He must be a man 
to whom the humblest member of the force can go for advice, 
The ideal chief of police is a big brother to every man in the 
force. He will protect his men from unjustified attack, na- 
turally, but he must also punish them for falling short of their 
duty. In other words, the position of chief of police calls for 
a ruler of men. It is almost purely an administrative position, 
The man who fills it, properly must have brains to formulate 
plans and the firmness and determination, in spite of big ob- 
stacles, to carry them out. He must be able to inspire others 
with the zeal which their efficient execution requires and when 
he has made his plans and seen that they are carried out with- 
out deviation or compromise he will have done what he was 
engaged to do and the citizens will be grateful. The under- 
world has been shaken up sufficiently to secure for the city a 
breathing space in which to calmly select the man who will 
he big enough to undertake the task of cleaning up the city. 
Rather than be in a hurry and appoint some man unqualified 
for the high office the city will do well to make sure that it 
gets the right man. Probably a man with military training 
combined with brains and administrative ability would make 
the best man for the position, but, whoever is chosen, the first 
essential must ve character. 
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NAVAL SERVICE 
WITHOUT SHIPS. 
To have a naval service without ships is the latest scheme 
of the Borden Government. The policy is not to be submit- 
ted to Parliament but is being brought into effect by the order- 
in-council method of government. By following this method 
the Ministers hope to avoid the discussion of the naval ques- 
tion which would be certain to take place if the “service-with- 
out-ships” policy were brought forward in the Commons, and 
a parliamentary review of its record on that question is one of 
the last things which the Government wishes to be made. 
What the Ministry proposes to do is to establish naval re- 
Serve companies in different portions of Canada and train men 
in seamanship, boat drill and preliminary naval exercises—but 
without building any ships, for the Premier and his colleagues 
still cling to their “Canada Can't” idea in regard to shipbuild-| 
ing. The policy will have several merits from the Govern- 
ment’s point of view. For one thing, it will be acceptable to 
all the Nationalists who have no objection to a naval wil be 


Which does not send men to sea. For another thing, it will be 
cheap, costing about $200,000 a year, and Hon. L. P. Pelletier, 
a member of the Government, is on record as having com- 
mended in Parliament a naval policy which would be cheap. 
The scheme will also have some political advantage for the 
Government, since what money is spent may be expended 
in the localities where it may be counted upon to do the most 
good for the party.

how to defend themselves, I had seen 
it for myself, and I would consider it 
simply criminal not to warn lads go- 
ing out to learn self-defense by rifle- 
practice and otherwise, 

Also, I pointed out that you can- 
not do away with war by abolishing 
armies; you might just as well try to 
do away with crime by abolishing the 
police. What would be the result in 
either case? 

As regards war with civilized na- 
tions, that fs, no doubt, a brutal and 
out-of-date method of settling differ- 
ences. But there are still, even in 
Europe, many nations only partly eivi- 
lized, It is all a matter of education 
and character and mutual knowledge 
and regard for each other. The only 
way towards bringing about universal 
peace In Europe is not by trying to 
cure the present generation of their 
respective prejudices, not even by 
building palaces for peace conferences, 
but by educating the next gentration 
to better mutual sympathy and trust 
and the larger minded exercise of give- 
and-take, 

The only really practical step so far 
taken to that end is in the Boy Scout 
Movement, where, with our brother- 
hood already established in every 
country and getting dally into closer 
touch und fellow-feeling by means of 
correspondénce and interchange of vis- 
its, we are helping to build the founda- 
tion for the eventual establishment 
of common interests and friendshhips 
Which will ultimately and automati- 
cally bring about disarmament and a 
permanent peace. 


CHIEF SCOUT GIVES 
WORD OF WARNING 
REGARDING CAMPS 


The camping season is coming on 
apace, 1 would ask Scoutmasters, in 
arranging for thelr camps (and 1 hope 
they will all, without exception, go In 
for them as often as possible during 
this summer), warn their Scouts as to 
their conduct. 

I have had many reports from land- 
owners in favor of the Scouts as com- 
pared with other boys because of their 
kood discipline in camp, of their good 
turns in repayment of hospitality, and 
especially of the clean state in which 
they leave their camp-ground on vaca- 
ting it. 

I hope that every Troop will make 
every effort to maintain this reputa- 
tion. 

Hut here are one or two cases from 
last year’s reports which I hope will 
be helpful to Scoutmasters in fram- 
ing thelr warnings to their Scouts. 

1, A gentleman farmer was very 
kind to local Scouts, allowed them free 
run of his place; one cold night they 
left doors and gates open in removing 
straw for thelr own purposes (which 
was allowed). Two sick horses were 
in a barn, they both wandered out, and 
one, & valuable cart horse, died. The 
farmer naturally became very hostile 
to Scouts. It is true he has now be- 
come more reconciled. 

2. A strong warning is required 
against trespassing over meadows this 
season, neither Scoutmasters nor 
Scouts from cities recognise the dif- 
ference between grazing grass, where 
they have permission to camp, and 
Standing grass intended for hay. 1 
hear of one or two flelds of the lattor 
having been recklessly destroyed last 
season through sheer ignorance. 

38. A note of warning 1s required as 
to special personal civility being shown 
to farmers. Thus in & case where 
spare milk was freely given to a local 
Troop near London, another Troop 
from London came along and demand- 
ed milk; and when there happened 
to be only a llttle to spare, the Scouts 
adopted an injured attitude. 

4. Three Scouts on tramp arrived 
at half-past ten one winter's night, 
wet through, at a place where they 


asked for a lodging in a barn. The 
owner turned out his stable boys and 
gave the Scouts all the spare horse 
rugs he had, but thought there wags

“the Agricultural Missionaries” has 
been in existence. ‘This body is com- 
posed of priests selected by the bishop 
of the diocese to give special attention 
to agriculture. These priests preach 
both Agriculture and the Gospel, and 
from the last report, covering the work 
of the association for three years, we 
find that “770 agricultural circles were 
visited by the missionaries or their 
deputies and 145,250 farmers benefitted 
by thelr instruction.” 

It is also said that the parish priests 
in the rural districts take keen interest 
{n agriculture and lend effective aid in 
furthering movements originated by the 
department of agriculture. 

Pastors of non-Catholic churches 
might well profit by this example, It 
1s to be feared that, in the protestant 
bodies, the work in rural districts is 
too often regarded as a stepping stone 
to the city church and, therefore, that 
ministers do not trouble to familiarize 
themselves sufficiently with the prob- 
lems with which the members of their 
flocks are concerned. Perhaps’ the 
time will come when men of ability 
will realize that they have tn the rural 
field one which may well command 
their best energies. When that time 
arrives a knowledge of agriculture will 
be recognized as an essential qualifica- 
tion for this work and the labors of the 
ninister on Sunday will be the more 
effective because they are based upon 
a real knowledge of the problems with
